The reply filed on 3/5/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because a complete reply must i nclude a listing of all claims readable the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added in accordance with MPEP § 
809.02(a) (e.g., see 10/13/2006 Restriction, page 6, 2nd full paragraph). 

Furthermore, it is again acknowledged that applicant has elected: laser capture 
microdissection (From claims 3-6); reversed phase protein microarrray analysis (From 
claims 10-13); a normal cell (From claims 14-16); same subject (From claims 17-19); 
abnormal growth (From claim 21); post-translational modification (From claims 22-23); 
EGFr phosphorylation and non-voltage gated calcium ion channels (From claim 26); 
specific Cox-2 inhibitor and carboxyamidotriazole (CAI) (From claims 30-35); a growth 
factor pathway (From claim 38), in the reply filed on 10/31/2006, however a listing of the 
new claims (51-55) readable on all of the elected species is missing. See also page 3, 
third paragraph of the restriction requirement mailedl 0/1 3/2006.
